Camping Has 
Advantage of 
Outdoor Fire

VERY woman should know 
how to cook an appetizing 
meal over an open fire. Of course, 
we wouldn’t have you do without 
the conveniences of a mechanical 
refrigerator and a spotless, heat- 
controlled gas or electric range, 
but you will miss half of the fun 
of living if you cannot get away 
from your perfectly equipped 
kitchen occasionally. 

Take your family camping 
week ends this summer or for a 
week or more at a time if pos- 
sible. And do your cooking on the 
spot. It is not as difficult as you 
would think. Take canned milk, 
prepared biscuit and pancake 
mixtures and twice as many cans 
of pork and beans, tinned chick- 
en, baked small hams, corn and 
other nice things as you think 
you will need. But when fresh 
fowl, meat and vegetables are 
available, use them. Their flavor 
is never quite so delicious as 
when cooked over a campfire. 

Heavy skillets, a Dutch oven, a 
large kettle, a coffee pot, long 
handled forks, unbreakable dish- 
es, a sharp knife, and a can- 
opener will enable you to prepare 
meny attractive menus.

Leave in cold 
salted water for a few minutes, 
then remove and without drying, 
dip the pieces in well salted and 
peppered flour and fry until 
brown in an iron skillet in which 
one-half pound diced fat salt. 
pork has been fried. After the 
chicken has browned, set the 
skillet in a place that is not so 
hot and cook slowly until the 
meat is very tender. Remove to a 
hot container and make a rich 
gravy from the drippings in the 
pan. thickened with flour and 
diluted evaporated or fresh milk. 


Biscuits 


Melt a little butter in a dutch 
oven. Make biscuits from a pre- 
pared~biscuit mixture, roll or pat 
into a sheet and cut with a small 
cutter. Pop top side down into 
the melted fat then turn over. 
Cover tightly. Set the oven over
